The Paid Firemen and their Dally 


Life-Swift Work with 


the Horses. 


The other afternoon a KEPUBLICAN roporte 


visited the headquarters of the paid tiro do 
partmont, and while there witnessed a demon 
Btratlon of how tho alert and ever-watchfu 
firemen respond to fire alarms and got out o: 
tho house with the chemical engine and bosi 
wagon, ft 18 a thrilling and Interesting pro- 
ceeding so long as it lasts, but It Is very brlet 
for in lees than 12 seconds after the gong ia 
sounded both outfits are out of the house and 
tearing along tho streets, headed for the scene 
of tho conflagration. 


It would take a column of small type to give

Engagement aiicl a Glo- 
rious Banquet. 


Mr. Block was ijulJ-hcac'lcil. Kxlrcmo 


soJf-Cfltcem bad ui.iilu him bald; for it 
lirut prcvontral him selling his pictures, 
except at prices v.'hioh nobody would 
pay, atul compiillc'J Mm to make etch- 
ings and sketches in the small hours of 
tho night to keep soul aud body to- 
gether, Such severe- application and 
the sleeplessness which it induced had 
doprivcd Mr. Block of his capillary 
adornments.
